Ix selecting this scene of annual excitement for record and | 
ILLUSTRATION, it is almost superfluous to state that with a race | 
for its staple ‘feature,’ on which speculation reached an | 
unprecedented amount, and on which the quotations have 
shown the most extraordinary fluctuations, a vast concourse of 
people was attracted to the Downs. From the London-bridge 
terminus, trains were started from an early hour, at as short 
intervals as was consistent with safety, not without some con- 
fusion—rendered unavoidable 7 rush for the carriages— 
but happily without accident. continuous was the pressure 
at this station that it was found impracticable to forward man 
of the later applicants in time for the first race; fortunately 
for them the alteration in the order of running threw the Derby 
back full half an hour beyond the time at which it has usually 
been run, and thus none were disappointed of their anticipated 
treat. The Epsom line did not engross the whole of the trade, 
a considerable number of ‘ quiet, easy-going” people, having 
no relish for a squeeze, preferring the route from Waterloo- 
bridge to Kingston, and thence by road to the Downs, the 
difference of time and expense being so trifling that we are 
almost inclined to think that those who adopted it had the best 
of it. Nor must we overlook the more aristocratic thou- 
sands who poured along the Vauxhall-road, in magnificent 
carriage equipments, amidst the ‘* huzzas” of the multitude of 
lookers-on, 

By midday Epsom was #0 completely blocked up that, 
although the betting fraternity assembled, as of old, opposite 
the Eagle, the transaction of business to any extent was out of 
the question. In the din which prevailed, during the short 
time the attempt was persevered in, we could make out that 
the four favourites were in great request, and Pitsford on the 
decline, but the artual prices of the favourites were thoronghly 
problematical. We will, therefore, chan:e the venue to the 
Downs, There the crowd was prodigious, extending from the 
commencement of the rails to, and some distance round, Tat- 
tenham-corner, filling up the course itself, and the space 
between the running-ground and the carriage enclosure on 
both sides, We cannot say that the hill was so well covered 
with equipages, or that the assemblage was so fashionable, as 
we have seen on many Derby days, but we can safely affirm 
that numerically it has never been exceeded. The task of 
keeping this enormous and motley assemblage in order, and of 
clearing the course, was assigned to the police, under Superin- 
tendent Hughes and Inspectors Beckerson and May, and it is 
due to them to state that it was most admirably performed. 
The Grand Stand was literally crammed, and so Pie was the 
crowd in the betting enclosures that it was almost as difficult 
to ascertain the movements there as it was in the town. 

The struggle for favouritism lay between Clincher, 
broke, and Mildew, and for some time was so close that 
it would not have been easy to decide which had the call; 
9 to 2 was taken about each; ultimately Clincher setiled 
down as first favourite, Mildew second, and Bolingbroke third, 
the Nigger, who was backed for an immense stake, closing 
at6tol. Pitsford declined to 12to 1; and VOLTIGEUR, 
after being a long time almost on the shelf, came into favour, 
the last quotation against him being 16 to 1. Nothing else was 
in much request. 

For the Handicap Plate, which was fixed for two o'clock, 
sixteen horses, out of an entry of twenty-three, started, Joc 
o’ Seot winning by a neck. The Denny came next, and so 
little time was occupied in weighing and other preliminaries 
that by ied) oes two the telegraph waa hoisted; it indicated 
that twenty-four runners, two more than we had anticipated, 
would be found at the post. The corse having heen cleared, 
the flag was hoisted on the stand as asignal for the competitors 
to be conducted to the front of the Grind Stand, Saddling, 
eantering, and the customary parade succeeded, and shortly 
after three o'clock the horses were conducted to the paddock, 
and, having been formed by Mr, Hibburd into order for starting, 
appeared at the post. Without any delay the fag was rouanee 
and in the short space of two minutes and fifty seconds, the 
time occupied in rann race, the cares and speculations of 
a year were closed by VOLTIGEUR, “ one of the safest horses 
in the race,” as many considered him the day before, 
the chair a very easy winner; next to him came all the 
favourites, with the exception of who never 
thowed in the race, and was “nowhere” at the finish. Mawors, 
who ran forward to the turn, broke down near the road, and 
was pulled up. Lord Zetland and his friends are uaderstuod to 
be very large winners, the “ ring" losing almest to a man; and 
the settling, we fear, will be a very heavy one, 

Some minor events followed the Derby, and kept the mass 
of the company on the ground until between five and six 
o'clock. We have only to add that the weather was remark. 
ably fine throughout, and that the day passed off, as far as we 
are enabled to speak from personal observation, without a 
single drawback.

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS 
(From our oon Correspondent.) 

A most particula rly awkward affair has happened at Rome, The 
domicile of Mr. Ercol, chancellor of the British consulate, has been 
violated in a most shameful and brutal manner by the Roman police 
and the Vicar-General’s sbirri. At night (half-past ten o'clock) 
several gendarmes and sbirri knocked at the door of the Palazzo 
Poniatowsky and insisted on entering, declaring that their object 
was to search the house. Mr. Ercol was absent. Lis wife and 
daughter and sons appeared, and stated that Mr. Ercol, as chan- 
cellor of the British consulate, ought not to be intruded on, They 
showed the officers of police the diploma of Mr. Freeborn nomina- 
ting him chancellor and registrar, in which capacity he has been 
recognised by the Roman Government for more than twenty years. 
Remonstrance was of no avail. The scoundrelly sbirri pointed 
pistols at the heads of the females, and threatened to shoot them, 
if they insisted upon refusing them free admission, Mr. Ercol, 
returned, denounced the inhuman conduct of these infamous Roman 
spies, and allowed them to search the house. All the desks 
were opened, and every part of the house minutely inspected, 
apparently more to fin Bibles than political papers, Thus the 
villains put a respectable family in terror, without any regard to 
the consul, and after keeping ession of the house for some 
hours they departed, carrying off in triumph the “ Life of Beatrice 
Cenei,”’ a pamphlet of a few pages. This is a very grave ease, and 
will no doubt be taken up by Mr. Freeborn in a dignified manner. 
If suck proceedings are to be permitted, adieu to all personal safety 
for at eee in Rome! 

The Marquis de Talara. who has just died, has left a large for- 
tune. Having no direct heirs, he has distributed his property in a 
very intelligent and generous mawner, Out of four millions which 
he , he has bequeathed two millions to the Count de 
Chambord, and another large sum to the Prince de Robecq, Guston 
de Montmoren caring in the will that the eam was intended to 
pay the debts . d¢ Montmorency had eontracted in doing 
good. In fact, M. de Mon devotes a great part of his for- 
tune in conferring benefita on those around him. Nothing, there- 
fore, can be more noble and more generous than the manner {n 
which the testator has disposed of his property. 

The mayor and other authorities of Marseilles seem to apprehend 
great danger. They have feared lest the port should be fired and 
the town sacked. Accordingly the troops have been on the qui 
vive for some nights past. 

It is quite true that a misunderstanding took place some days 
since between General Changarnier and General d’Hautpoul, the 
Minister of War.

A SuUBSCRIBER.—Ginger cakes are made thus :—Beat up three eggs in half 
a pint of cream, put them into a saucepan over the fire, and stir till warm, 
Then add a pound of butter, half a pound of loaf sugar, and two ounces 
and ahalf of ginger, both powdered ; carefully stir the different ingredients 
together, over a moderate fire, to melt the butter, Then pour it into the 
middle of two pounds of fine flour, and make a good paste. Roll it out 
without leaving any flour on the board of whatever thickness may be liked, 
and cut the cakes with the top of the flour-dredger, or any size wished, 
They are generally made about a quarter of an inch thick, laid on three 
papers, and baked in a hot oven,—2nd.

them in your pots, and pour over them the clarified butter. 

A. B.— British Sherry: Let the raisins he well washed, and picked from the 
stalks; to every pound thus prepared and chopped add one quart of water 
which haa been boiled, and stood till quite cold; let the whole stand in 
the vessel for a month, being frequently stirred. Now let the raisins be 
taken from the cask, and let the liquor be closely stopped 1n the vessel.

A CASE FOR THE GENEROUS. 

Were a society to spring up whose sole aim of life and fortune 
would be the ministering to the wants of the poor, @ Super- 
ficial critic might mock its members as a company of enthu- 
siasts, but none save the grossly ignorant or cruel-hearted 
could deride its self-devotion as unnecessary. While the well- 
to-do pursue from year to year the business of eating, drink- 
ing, and grumbling, dissatisfied with what they possess, and 
ever pining after ‘‘ more,” unheard-of numbers are wearing 
themselves to the bone to procure a bare subsistence. While 
one half of society surfeits upon luxury, the other scarce 
enjoys necessaries, And every now and then some harrowing 
case turns up of virtuous and educated women who have toiled 
fora miserable pittance, bearing their hard lot silently, till 
Nature, worn out, compels them to declare their destitution. 

A case of this kind saw the light on Wednesday last at the 
Lambeth Police Court. An aged and enfeebled person of lady- 
like manners came to ask relief from the funds of the poor- 
box ; and, to the shame of this great country be it spoken, she 
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is the granddaughter of a man of whom a lord of the Admiralty 
has said that ‘no man in England ever did so much for the 
improvement of her seamen.” It is not our wish to heighten 
the details of this distressing case. We will place them before 
our readers as they have been written down by the reporter of 
a police court accustomed to such sorrows, and little likely to 


exaggerate. In the Morning Chronicle of Thursday they are 
related as follows :— 


‘* The applicant, it appears, is the granddanghter of John Robert- 
son, author of ‘ Elements of Navigation,’ who died in 1776, leaving 
a daughter totally unprovided for. Mr. Robertson had been master 
of the Naval School at Portsmouth (now the Naval College), was 
subsequently appointed librarian to the Royal Society, and died 
while holding that appointment, His daughter, the mother of the 
present applicant, had married the son of a clergyman, who died, 
leaving her with a young family, without the slightest means of 
providing for them, and she was, in consequence, compelled to 
apply to the friends of her late father for support and assistance, 
The funds at the disposal of the Royal Society being very limited, 
the managers were only enabled to allow her £10 a year during her 
life; but a nobleman, the late Earl of Dysart, who had been educated 
2 her father, had generously allowed her £50 a year, and this 
allowance was paid by his successors up to 1846, when she departed 
this life. On the death of her mother the pension and allowance 
had ceased, and the applicant and her afflicted sister had been 
compelled since then to work all day and a great part of the night 
at beadwork, and the utmost they could earn at that employment 
was 6s. or 7s. a week; and such was their close application to that 
labour, with the hope and expectation of supporting themselves, 
that the sight of both became so impaired that neither was able to 
work at it at present, and therefore they saw nothing before them 
but starvation or a workhouse, and the thought of going to the © 
latter was to them worse if possible than death itself,’ 


But how comes it that these deserving women have been 
suffered to pine on? Have no efforts been made for their relief ? 
Yes; with very partial and miserable results, The Admiralty 
was applied to for a pension, but the thing was found “im- 
possible.’ The English Government, ever bounteous to humble 
merit (!), gave a subsidy of £30 ; while the late Queen Dowager 
alone gave £20, Butthese sums could not last for ever; and 
nothing was left but starvation or the inside of a workhouse, 
The next step was to agitate for a small pension from the Go- 
vernment; and, paving the way for such a boon, the Misses 
Coppard went to several distinguished admirals and officers of 
the Royal Navy, requesting their opinions of the work written 
by their grandfather. Here is one of their answers :— 

‘¢ Admiralty, Sept. 5, 1848. 

‘‘ Madam,—I greatly regret to find, from your. letter, that you 
are suffering under such privations, which indeed a just and grate- 
ful country ought not to permit to be the case of the granddaughter 
of the celebrated John Robertson, for no man in England ever did 
so much for the improvement of her seamen. His book was the 
first work that placed practical navigation on the basis of science ; 
it taught the sailor to understand the empirical processes he was 
employing, and it has remained to this day the text book from 


which all succeeding treatises have more or less borrowed their 
materials, 


“‘T wish I could do anything that would soothe the remaining 
years of your own and your sister’s life, but really nothing is in 
my power beyond the free permission to use this note in any man- 
ner you please, and the hearty sympathy of 

‘« Yours, very truly, 

‘6 Miss A. M. Coppard,” 

The report proceeds to state that 

‘Similar testimonials were received from Admiral Sir E. Cod- 
rington, Sir C. Malcolm, Sir T. B. Martin, Sir C. Ekins, Captain 
W. H. Smyth, and other distinguished officers, and all expressed 
the deepest sympathy with the distressing situation of the grand- 
daughters of so distinguished a man, and one who, by his writing, 
had conferred such benefits on the naval profession.”’ 


Now, what is the meaning of ‘ the deepest sympathy’”’? 
Are we to construe it into a mockery of their “ distressing 
situation’’? If not, where are the results of this same sym- 
pathy? The result of Miss Coppard’s application to the police 
court was a prompt allocation of £5. What shallow sympathy 
must these Admiralty lords and distinguished officers have 
felt when they allowed themselves to be outdone by a district 
poor-box? Let us hope that the public will act a different 
part towards two aged women, the near relations of a man 
‘*who, by his writing, had conferred such benefits on the naval 
profession,” and vindicate the justice of England, if not her 
generosity.

Beniin.—Tue King or Prussia —By the attempt of the as- 
sassin his Majesty is slightly wounded in the arm, but the bone is 
not broken. It is said the Queen was sprinkled with the blood 
and fainted; but the King, like a brave man, turned the affair into 
a jest, and looking down upon his wounded arm with a smile, ‘It 
isa pity,” he said, I shail not be able to give my signature to- 
day.”” The following placard has just been issued by the police :-— 

“ As the King was about to enter the railway carriage this morning, at 
twelve o'clock, to proceed to Potsdam, a pistol was fired at him by a gunner 
ef the Artillery of the Guard, who was discharged on the lat of October, 
1849, as an invalid. He wore a uniform which he had procured for himself. 
The criminal, Sefeloge by name, was instantly arrested, and an investigation 
commenced. The hing has gone to Charlottenburg, and is out of all danger, 

“Von MANTRUFFEL, Minister of the Interior.” 

Personal vengeance alone is supposed to have instigated him, 
and he is reported to be a man of extremely bad character. No 
olitical motive has been assigned. He is a native of Potsdam, 
8 thirty-one years of age, was brought up in the Asylum for 
Soldiers’ Sons at Potsdam, and served in the artillery. Two years 
ago he became a lunatic, and as such he was confined in the hos- 
ital at Spandau, Though eventually discharged from that place, 
e has, nevertheless, exhibited strong signs of insanity. He pre- 
tends, and indeed he has pretended for some time past, that he was 
the inventor of ehogolate and of gun cotton, and he used to talk 
wildly about obtaining the assistance of the Bey of Tunis for the 
purpose of founding a colony. He was in the habit of handing 
petitions to the King, setting forth the principle of the colonization 
scheme, and the advantages which were likely to result from it. 
It is to be presumed that the King’s want of attention to these 
petitions urged the lunatie to the perpetration of his attempt at 
assassination, 


Napies.—The Nazionale states that Lord Palmerston has 


addreseed a second note to the Cabinet of Naples on the subject of 


the indemnities claimed by British ras ang t adda that the King 
has consulted the plenipotentisries of the great powers, who have 
not thought proper to express an opinion, on account of the late 
events of Greece. 

Kio.—Yellow fever is reported to have still raged violently at 
Rio; it was computed that from the commencement at least 12,000 
persons had perished through its ravages. 

Sovran Amentca.—The barque Seraphina, Captain Gethin, 
arrived at Liverpool from Pernambuco, brings advices from that 
port, as well as Maceio, Bahia, and Rio Janeiro. At the date 
of the Seraphina’s departure from Pernambuco the civil war which 
had been raging in that province for upwards of two years was con- 
sidered to be at an end, the rebel chiefs having embarked at 
Macejo, after baving disbanded their followers. 

Unirep States —The British and North American royal mail 
steam-ship Canada arrived at Liverpool on Sunday. The Canada 
left Boston on the 1ljth ult., and called at Halifax on the 17th. 
She brings seven days’ later mails and papers than those received 
by the Cambria, The news is varied, but does not possess much 
political significance, The letter of Sir Henry Bulwer, relative to 
the opening of the River St, Lawrence to American vessels so soon 
as the United States Government showed a reciprocal feeling, has 
been discussed in the House of Representatives at Washington, 
where it met with Lhd opposition, The number of emigrants 
from Europe landed at the eastern ports of the Union had been 
much above the average during the week. The cholera was still 
making much progress in the far western states.—HaLirax, May 
16 (by special express and telegraph): General Lopez, there is good 
reason to believe, has collected an army of 6000 men for the inva- 
sion of Cuba, Recent advices from Havannah state that the 
Government would effectually repel the invaders.—Cawapa: The 
Canadian Parliament was opened by Lord Elgin at Toronto. He 
delivered his speech in English and French, and it was well received 
by the House,

M‘Leod, private secretary to his excellency, and Captain Cavanagh, 
political agent at Nepaul, The travelling expenses of the embassy, 
since it left Nepaul, have amounted to nearly £10,000, The fea- 
tures of the Nepaulese partake of the Mongolian and Hindoo caste 
Many of the embassy are most pleasing and handsome looking 
men, and their dresses are gorgeous beyond description, ‘The 
general is a handsome and most intelligent man, about thirty- 
two years of age, very dark, with long jet black hair. He 
is the first Hindoo of high caste that has visited this country, 
The Ripon arrived in the Southampton-dock soon after seven in 
the morning. Many of the general’s suite were promenading the 
deck, and amongst them his two brothers, very handsome young 
men, and s areg yy dressed. The general made his appearance 
on deck at about haif-past seven. His dress consisted of a black 
satin cloak, profusely embroidered with gold of elegant workman- 
ship. His headdress was a cap nearly covered with large emeralds 
diamonds, and other precious s.ones, The cap was surmounte 
with a bird of paradise, the fastening of which was covered by a 
profusion of brilliants. His fingers were covered with rings, on 
one of which was a diamond, an amethyst, and an emerald of im- 
mense value, His wrists were also covered with bracelets adorned 
with gold and precious stones, He left the ship soon after nine 
o'clock in the morning, to go to the Peninsular and Oriental Com- 
pany’s offices, just outside the dock gates. On walking from the 
ship his excellency was preceded by one of the chiefs of his suite 
and followed by a number of other chiefs, Such a strange and 
gorgeous sight is seldom witnessed.

stack to the barn. Mr. Seth Sparke, farmer, of Pakenham, stated 
that, as he was riding towards Thurston church with William Mum- 
ford, he discovered a fire at Mr. Blake’s farm; witness saw @ man 
running away across a field, apparently from the fire, and con- 
stantly looking behind him; he told Mumford to run after the man, 
whom witness found, upon joining the parties, to be the prisoner. 
Witness then said to the prisoner, ‘‘ You are the man that set that 
property on fire ;” to which the latter replied, Yam, Mr, Sparke.’ 

Prisoner, after the lapse of a few seconds, said he did not know 
what he did it for. The bench, after cautioning, asked the prisoner 
if he had anything to say in defence, when he replied, ‘‘ It seemed 
as if I was bound to do the deed. I was led straight from my bed 
to the place. I had no malice against any person,” The prisoner, 
who throughout the examination cried and sobbed bitterly, was 
then fully committed to take his trial at the next assizes for Suffolk, 
to be held at Ipswich. This case excited considerable interest, not 
only on account of the prisoner being in easy circumstances, but 
from his irreproachable character and previous respectability in his 
station of life. The atrocious act is conjectured to have been com- 
mitted during an aberration of mind. 


IRELAND.—MurpDER oF Mr. MAULEVERER. — The 
latest particulars connected with this most atrocious murder are 
given in the following remarkable statement from the Newry Tele- 

raph :—* Immediately after the inquest on the body had concluded, 
Mr. Singleton commenced a searching inquiry in his magisterial 
capacity. He received a great many informations. Two farmers 
returning to their homes, from Crossmaglen, along the Culloville- 
road, immediately after the murder, were the first persons who 
came up tothe deceased. They found the deceased’s greatcoat 
lying on the road. Proceeding a short distance onward, they 
found his hat; and on advancing further they found his body 
lying on the roadside, the blood ooging from his head, and his 
brains dashed out on theroad, He was breathing. His walking - 
stick was near him, all covered with blood, and some hair at the 
heavy end of it. From the place where his greatcoat was found to 
the spot where the body lay it is evident there must have been a 
continuous and desperate struggle between the deceased and the 
bloodthirsty assassins. Immediately after the two farmers arrived 
at the scene of murder, two men, named Bernard Hanratty and 
John M‘Atavey, were seen in a field not far from where the body 
was found, running across the country in the direction of Dundalk, 
Sub-constable Benjamin Darlington, who had meantime come up, 
instantly pursued them, and followed them upwards of three miles 
across the country into the county Louth, but was not able to over- 
take them. Being nearly overcome with fatigue, he went to a 
police-station, gave information of the murder, & description of 
the two men of whom he was in pursuit, and the direction In which 
they were running. Sub-constables Steward and Farrell then took 
up the pursuit; and, being fresh, succeeded in a short 
time in overtaking and arresting Hanratty and M‘Atavey, who 
were dripping with perspiration, and greatly fatigued. an-

orphan girls, &c., said the subject of his motion formed part of a

TAO-KWANG, 

LATE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 

The Emperor, who has recently been 
athered to his fathers in the Celestial 
mpire, took upon himself the name of 
Tao-Kwang, which means ‘‘ brilliancy of 
wisdom.” His family name, which ail 
were forbidden to repeat (as is the cus- 
tom) except his father and mother, was 
Mitn-Ning. Tao-Kwang was born in 
1780, and was a grandson of the Emperor 
Kien Loung. ‘There was nothing re- 
markable in Tao-Kwang’s early youth, 
and he was further little thought of owing 
to his being the second son, and there- 
fore not likely to reign. Circumstances, 
however, led to his becoming the Monarch 
of China, and on Aug, 25, 1820, he was 
proclaimed. In the eighth year of his 
reign a formidable conspiracy broke out 
in the provinces of Ili, which was only 
yut down after a great effusion of blood. 
But that which will render the name of 
‘Tao-Kwang ever memorable in history 
is the war which, for the first time, China 
had to maintain with a great European 
idee pel Great Britain; and the 
reach made in the integrity of the 
empire by the cession to us of the island 
of Hong-Kong. ‘The late Emperor had 
some courage, but, on the whole, a very 
ordinary range of intellect. One of his 
sons is said to have died in consequence 
of a blow received from his father. The 
portrait is taken from one by Lam-Quz, 
and may be considered as exceedingly 
faithful, Speaking of similar works of 

art in China, Mr. Sirr says :—

Merropo.uitTaNn ASSOCIATION FOR IMPROVING THE 
DWEL.in@s or THE INDusrrious CLAssEs.—The annual meeting 
of this association was held at Willis’s Rooms, King-street, St. 
James’s-square, on Monday, Sir Ralph tioward, Bart., M.P., in the 
chair; supported by Lord Claud Hamilton, M.P., Lord Radstock, 
Viscount Ebrington, M.P., Lord Robert Grosvenor, M.P., and Mr. 
Kt. A. Slaney, M.P. The secretary (Mr. Gatliffe) read the minutes of 
the last annual meeting of the 27th May, 1849; of the special 
meeting held at the buildings in Albert-street, on the 12th of 
December last ; and the report of the directors, which states that— 
“The directors have much pleasure in being able to state thata 
great increase has taken place in the number of the proprietors, 
and, consequently, in the amount of the capital of the association, 
‘The directors believe that this increase is mainly to be attributed to 
a conviction in the public mind, which all the late statistical reports 
have served to strengthen, that the amount of comfort and conve- 
nience provided in the dwellings of the working classes has a direct 
and powerful effect upon their health; and, as in the train of good 
health follow the desire and capacity of attaining a higher social 
position, that every individual who finds himself surrounded by 
improved external circumstances will not only use his best endea- 
vours to maintain this position, but will also attain a higher tone of 
moral feeling, and, in consequence, become a more useful member 
of society, and more attached to the system on which the freedom 
of this nation is constituted and secured. ‘he capital of the asso- 
ciation on the 25th of March, 1849, was £38,175; and on the 8)stof 
March, 1850, £50,075.”’ 

Hou.toway RaGcGep Scnoois.—On Wednesday evening

Heauru or Lonpon.—In the week ending last Satur- 
day the deaths registered in the metropolitan distric's were 866, a 
number which, it is satisfactory to find, is still below the average 
corrected for increase of population, though it almost exactly coin- 
cides with the average if taken without such correction, During 
the corresponding weeks of ten previous years, 1840-9, the deaths 
rose by nearly constant progression from 795 in the first year, to 
979 in 1848; the average, with an addition for present population, 
is 944, compared with which the number returned last week shows 
a decrease of 78, The deaths included in the zymotic or epidemic 
class amount in the present return to 146; the corrected average 
is 196. Of special epidemics, smallpox was fatal to six children 
and two adults; scarlatina to 18, both diseases, but particularly 
the latter, showing a less mortality than usual. Measles destroyed 
23 children and a man of 85 years, who, according to medical cer- 
tificate, died of ‘‘ measles (seven days), typhus (five days) ;’’ hoop- 
ing-cough 36 children; these diseases at present do not vary much 
from the average. The mean temperature was 55 deg. 5 min., and 
was rather higher than the average of the same week in seven 
years. On Tuesday the mean temperature was 6deg. above the 
average of the same day; on Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday it 
was more than 1 deg, below it.

Sovrr’s Macic Srove.—After various experiments 
which have extended over a period of nearly twelve months, M 
Soyer has succeeded in bringing to perfection his magic stove "the 
first idea of which was broached in his admirable manual of gastro- 
nomical science, ‘* The Modern Housewife,” published last summer 
and the first edition of which was exhausted in less than a week. 
A more efficient, portable, clean, and ornamental cooking apparatus 
it is impossible to imagine, The whole apparatus can be placed 
ina hat, and the cooking is conducted on the dinner-table, without 
smell, without smoke, and without even soiling the cloth.

AvTorHon, on IMPROVED ORGAN. 


Such is the name of a newly-invented instrument, of which we 
in this number, give a correct pictorial representation, The aim 
the inventor had in view was to improve, or rather render more 
generally useful, that class of organs which is usually played by turn- 
ing ahandle. Organs of this kind are much employed in countr 
churches, where the expense of an organist is too great for the 
parish, and in those cases the autophon will be found both de- 
sirable and economical. The ‘ setting” an air upon the barrel of 
an organ is a long and expensive process; consequently the number 
of airs is generally very limited. Now, in the autophon this 
drawback is completely removed ; for, after the instrument has 
once been purchased, the inventor will supply any number of airs 
from sixpence to a shilling each. The instrament itself is, to all 
intents and purposes, an organ: it has bellows, windcheat and 
pipes. In the common organ the pipes may be said to enter the 
windchest, and, by a valve opening underneath each note, the air 
is forced into the pipes, and thus the sound is produced In the 
autophon there is a space left between the mouths of the pipes 
and the windchest, which is just sufficient for a thick sheet

DESTITUTE POLES. 

At the Mansion-honse, on Tuesday, several unfortunate Poles applied to 
Alderman Gibbs, under circumstances which were described by Lieutenant 
Saulezewski, the secretary to the Literary Association of the Friends of 
Poland, as truly deplorable, They had been driven from all parts of the 
Continent into England, without the means of keeping life in them, and, if 
they failed in exciting the commiseration of the people here, they had no 
alternative but to perish.—Alderman Gibbs regretted that he could not render 
the unfortunate foreigners any assistance, Ie could only tell them, as he 
had told one gentleman a few days ago who applied on behalf of several 
unfortunate Germans who had been obliged to fly to England, that he knew 
of no direction to give them, except the direction to the union in the locality 
in which they resided.—The secretary said the unfortunate refugees were 
refused relief by the Society for the Relief of Foreigners in distress.—Alder- 
man 3ibbs said he did not know what to advise, but application to the unions, 
in cases of the kind; and he was sorry to say that multitudes of English 

or were in circumstances as deplorable as those in which the unfortunate 
Poles were placed, 


FORGERIES ATTRIBUTED To A LADY. 

At Marylebone, Elizabeth Ann Chambers, a ladylike woman, between fifty 
and sixty years of age, was placed at the bar, before Mr, Broughton, charged 
witb having uttered forged acceptances in the name of a clergyman to acon- 
siderable amount.—A gentleman from the office of Mr. Abrahams, solicitor,

that Miss Sutton, 87, Piccadilly, had been applied to by the prisoner to 
obtain a house and business for her, and that she agreed with a party for the 
sale of aconcern for the sum of £350. It ultimately turned out that Miss 
Sutton, who had entered into ape arrangement for the business, was obliged 
to pay for the same by peated del gt Prisoner was taken into cus- 
tody on the night of Saturday las " 448 D, who met with her at 14, Great 
Union-street, Borough.—Inspector Jackson, D division, said that, after
